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The War Cost 


The cost of the war to all nations up 
to date, including the loss by destruction 
in Europeis$140,000, 000,000. This equals 
the entire value of. all the real and per- 
sonal property of the United States. The 


total amount borrowed by the countries |) 


of the Entente Allies is 50 billions, while 
Germany has borrowed 25 billions, and 
the Teutonic Allies as a whole about 35 
billiona. . ; 

About 25 billion has been raised by 
direct taxation in the Entente nations 
and about one-fifth this amount in Ger- 
mang, The latter country did not in- 
crease taxes at all the first vear of the 
war, holding out the hope of indemnities 
to her people, which decision accounts in 
large part for the esprit du corps of the 
German nation the first two years of the 
war. Now the taxes ia Germany are be- 
ginning to bear down heavily on all in- 
dustries, 

The loss of property in Northern France 
in the last four years is not as great as 
might be imagined. The Jand cannot be 
utterly destoyed and neither can the 
coal and iron mines. But it is safe to say 
that about one-tenth of all the wealth of 


France has beén destroyed by the war, er 


at least $6,500,000,000. 


The states and cities of Germany have 
raised and spent over seven billions on 
their own accoant since the war broke 
out, aud the total debt of Germany, in- 
cluding the empire, the states and the 
cities, is about twice that of Great Bri- 
tain, ‘while the wealth of the two nations 
on the day war was declared was almost 
exactly the same, viz:-.about 90 billion 


dollars. 


France has, of course, suffered most 
heavily, for in addition to a total bonded 
and floating debt of fully 20 billion, she 
has a total wealth of not more than.50 
billion to pay with, but her credit, owing 
to the resourcefulness of her people, is 
still good, whereas that. of /Austria is 


gone. 


Out of it all, 80 far, only twe nations 
are admittedly bankrupt, viz: Turkey 
The latter will be rejuven- 
ated with American and British money 
after the war and as for Turkey her fate 


and Serbia. 


is on the knees of the gods. The coming 
year will be by far the most expensive 
ever recorded in jiistory, and by this time 
next year bankruptcy may be the part of 
every one of the European nations with 
the exception of Great Britain. 

As long as Britain holds her African 
and Asiatic colonies, she cannot go broke, 
for the simple reason that she cannot 
create machinery big enough to spend 
the resources of these countries. Great 
Britain and America today control the 
gold; silver, unost of the wheat, all the 
corn, most of the cotton, all of the dia- 
monds, practically all the live stock, ex- 
cepting hogs, most of the wool, most of 
the lumber, thegcoal, iron, copper, zinc 
and petroleum of the world. These two 
nations contro! the seas and the harbors 
and also the shipping. No debt that 
could possibly be created could bankrupt 
these nations for they could levy upon 
the world for payment and thus keep the 
dollars moving about from one part of 
the world to the other. 


A Few Figures ~ 
About the War 


There has just been issued by the Brit- 
ish War Cabinet a general qurvey of the 
war activities of last year. “Some of the 
astonishing details it makes clear are re- 
duced to a line or so here. 


Britain loaned £1,185,000,000 to her 
Allies up to December, 1917, and £175,- 
000,000 to the Dominions. 

The manufactute of beer has been re- 
duced from 36,000,000 barrels to 14,000,- 
000 barrels. 

It is: estimated that the present system 
of coal distribution will save the equiva- 
lent of 700,100,000 tons being carried a 
mile. 

The War Cabinet held 
a year. 

There are 7,500,000 men in the British 
armies.

The Royal Naval Air Service numbers 
46,000 men, 176 air ships and kite bal- 
loons, and well over 2,500 scaplanes and 
aeroplanes. These figures are constantly ‘ 


increasing. 
In one week the aircraft patrol round 


the British Isles flies 30,000 miles. 

Of 13,000,000 men transported Over- 
seas, only about 3,500 have been lost, 

Up to August 255,000,000 tons of ex- 
plosives and army supplies and 51,000,000 
tons of coal and oil had been shipped 
Overseas. 

More than 17,000 women are employed 
as military nurses and 28,000 others are 
employed--in- various work at ‘military 
hospitals, 

Over 7,000 men and 30,000 tons of 
supplies are sent daily to France. 

Abunt 567 steamers are continually 
supplied in carrying troops and army 
supplies, 

There are 420,000 men in the navy. 

During 1917 we took on all fronts 115,- 
000 prisoners and 781 guns. 

Military hospitals in the United King- 
dom number 2,000. 

In the brightest moonlight it is impos- 
sible\to see an areoplane flying at 10,000 
ta 15, 000 feet. 

There are 2,022,000 men and 704,000 
women engaged on munitions in the Brit- 
ish Isles. 

Since the beginning of 19 the output 
of high explosives has nore than met our 
owy demands, enabled us to build up 
large stocks, and supply our Allies. 

Some 9,000 tractors and tractor-ploughs 
have been ordered in America. 

The number of articles handled each 
week by the central stores branch of the 
Ministry of Munitions exceeds 50,000,- 
000. : 

If we had paid the same price for gun 
ammunition in 1917 as in 1916, the in- 
crease in cost would have been £43,000, - 

Excludtng officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and invalids, there arein England 
some 30,000 enemy prisoners, all but 400 
of whom are at work. ' 


The Passing of Rosse’s Pig 


Tuesday was the dawn of a blue day in 
the history of the hog-raising industry in 
the Crows’ Nest Pass, for on thatevening 
the city fathers of Blairmore met in 
camera to decide on the fate of agreat 
porker that had been wallowing in the 
mire near the residence of Councillor 
Rosse for the past many a day, contrary 
to a by-law of the towh which was adop- 
ted without the dissenting voice bf Coun- 
cillor Roose as an administrator of 
municipal affairs. 

This animal has been the subject of 
many a discourse, and no dictionary 
could contain all the language used by 
parties who have had occasion to be dis- 
comforted by the presence 6f Kosse’s pig. - 
Even a few Sundays: ago, an eminent 
Japanese orator made reference’ toit frem 
the pulpit of Central Union church, when 
in rather modified terms he referred to 
the ‘‘husks that the swine did eat.’’ Dr. 
Minakuchi may not have met Rosse’s 
pig, but he evidently met another who 
told him that such an animal had en- 
croached upon the sacred soil ef our 
beautiful town. 

Ata special meeting of the council on 
Tuesday evening it was decided. to take 
definite and drastic action. The follow- 
ing day was set as the day of execution. 
Councillor Rosse, the owner, protested at 
the council’s stand in languaye betitting 
his client, and claimed that in times of 
war when there was such a@ demand for 
production and thrift that people should 
be permitted to grow other hogs,’even in 
the municipality. Despite his waxed 
eloquence, however, it was willed that 
the keeping of pigs within the limits of 
the town should not be tolerated in the 
interests of publi¢ health, especially while 
ample opportunities for such enterprise 
were offered, not so far from the commu- 
nity.as to make it probable that ‘‘thieves 
might break through and steal,’’ 


Wednesday was the day of execution. 
On towards 8 p.m. a weary pilgrimage 
was seen wending ils way towards the 
western horizon, where the gallows had 
been prepared. Parties were armed with 
all the weapons and devices known to 
civilized man, and great was the interest 
manifested in the grim fate of the con- 
demned, Unlike the ordinary military 
funeral, the volley in this case was nec- 
essary to kill the pig and the hearse was | 
required to carry away the remains for 
further service on earth. Benson was 
loosed from his shackles and lent fury 
to the butchering operations. Profiteers 
were on hand in scores, all bidding for 
the flesh of the unfortunate; but Rosse 
would not sell. Letters of sympathy have 
been received by Rosse,as well as ex pres- 
sions of joy from people in the Rosse 
neighborhood. : . 

There are other pigs in town which 
should be dealt with, and unless steps are 
taken to rigidly enforce the town’s by- 
laws in this respect, we fear that people 
will be compelled to take the law in their 
own hands for the preservation of the 
health of the community.
